SETTLED AT CONFERENCE 


Actors’ Equity and Producers Agree Upon Terms 
for Re-Employment or Compensation of Players 
—Ed Wynn’s Case Adjusted—Equity Plans 
Co-Operative Theater and Clubhouse 


New York, Oct. 4.—A conference be- 
tween representatives of the Actors’ 
Equity Association and the Producing 
Managers’ Association held Friday 
night settled the last of more than 
2,490 cases of actors thrown out of 
employment or otherwise affected by 
the actors’ strike. The meeting 
marked the formal ending of all ne- 
gotiations between the actors and the 
producers as a result of the strike. 

When the strike ended the peace 
agreement entered into between the 
opposing factions provided that the 
managers must re-employ all players 
within thirty days, or, failing in that, 
must finl employment for them else- 
where on equally favorable terms, or 
pay a money consideration to be de- 
cided upon by an arbitration board. 
At Friday night’s meeting, held in the 
office of Sam H. Harris, ten cases were 
disposed of. These were the most dif- 
ficult of the 2,400 existing at the time 
the strike ended, and resulted from the 
failure of individual actors and man- 
agers to agree upon amounts to be 
paid in settlement of claims, or the 
disposition to be made of certain per- 
formers. 

The representatives of the actors at 
this meeting were Grant Stewart, 
Echlin Gayer and John Emerson, 
and the producers were represented by 
Sam H. Harris, Henry W. Savage. 
Mare Klaw and William A. Brady. 

It was thought that the case of Ed 
Wynn might cause some difficulty, as 
Wynn's activities during the strike 
had generated bitterness between him- 
selfand the Shuberts. Wynn had been 
one of the featured members of the 
“Shubert Gaieties of 1919," but did 
hot return to the cast at the conclu- 
Sion of the strike, and it was reported 
that he would be transferred to an- 
other Shubert production. Following 
Friday night's meeting Grant Stewart, 
Secretary of the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
elation, stated that Wynn had been 
Provided for, but that he would not 


continue with the Shuberts. It is said 
that he will be under a management 
of A. L. Erlanger. 

The plan for a co-operative theater 
has not been abandoned by the Equity 
Association, Mr. Stewart says. It is 


Probable that steps looking to the es- 
tablishment of such a theater will be 
taken soon. Considerable financial 
dacking has been secured by the act- 
rs, according to Farle Boothe, and 
they are in a position to go ahead 
With the production of plays. How- 


ever, no attempt will be made to build 
up such a system as was contemplated 
during the strike, it is said. 

It is also practically certain that 
Equity will erect a club house in New 
York, plans for this enterprise being 
already well under way. The first floor 
of the building, according to Mr. Stew- 
art, will probably be used for a thea- 
ter, which will house Equity produc- 
tions, . 


New Theater 


To Be Erected on Michigan Avenue, 
Chicago 


Chicago, Oct. 4.—Announcement of 
a new theater to be built on Michigan 
avenue was made Thursday, the play- 
house to occupy a home in a $3,000,000 
office building to be erected at Grand 
avenue and North Michigan avenue, a 
short distance north of the river. 

The new amusement house, which 
will handle legitimate attractions, 
will have a novel feature. Motorists 
and pedestrians will enter the house 


on two different levels. At this lo- 
eation Michigan avenue has been 
raised in the new Chicago plan move- 
ment, leaving a substreet below. Au- 
tomobilists will use the old, or lower 
level, which is on grade with Grand 
avenue and where there is ample 
space for parking cars. Elevators 
will lead to the foyer. Foot patrons 
will use the new level mainly. 

The new theater and office building 
will be built in conformity with the 
plans of the North Michigan Avenue 
Development Association. Provision 
will bé made in the office building for 
studios and artists’ quarters, the loca- 
tion being ideal for such tenants.

Date Theater 


Atlantic City, Oct. 6.—The Hippo- 
drome Building on the Million-Dollar 
Pier is to be rebuilt and converted into 
a thoroly up-to-date theater and mov- 
ing picture house. Captain John 
Young states that work is soon to be 
commenced, and the operation will be 
finished within three months. The 
new theater will be ready the first of 


next year, and only first-class attrac-" 


tions are to be booked. The altera- 
tions to the building will be extensive, 
and the plans have already been pre- 
pared by Architect Howard A. Stout.

SHUBERT-GARRICK, DETROIT 


Now Controlled by E. D. Stair and the Shuberts, 
Is Leased by R. E. Olds to D. T. Nederlander 


for a Period of 99 


Years, With Privi- 


lege of Purchase 


Detroit, Oct. 6.—The fate of the 
Shubert-Garrick is again in the bal- 
ance and speculation is rife in theat- 
rical circles as to its future as a play- 
house after the expiration of the pres- 
ent lease which terminates July 1, 
1921, and which is held by E. D. Stair 
and the Shuberts. 

This theater. which was formerly 
the old Detroit Opera House on the 
Campus, is the property of R. E. 
Olds, the millionaire automobile man- 
ufacturer of Lansing, Mich. On Oc- 
tober 2 Mr. Olds leased the property 
to D. T. Nederlander, a local capital- 
ist, who owns property adjoining, for 
a term of 99 years at a rental approx- 
imating $10,000,000 for the entire pe- 
riod. There {s a special clauge in the 


lease which gives the lessee the option 
to buy the property outright at the 
end of ten years at a price to be 
fixed by both parties to the lease and 
one other of mutual selection. Mr. 
Olds paid $1,000,000 for the property 
five years ago, and it is said he recent- 
ly refused a sum several times that 
amount for it. 

The Detroit Opera House property 
has a frontage of 100 feet on the 
Campus Martius, just east of Wood- 
ward avenue, and a depth of approx- 
imately 120 feet along its longest side, 
the site being of an irregular form. 

At the termination of the Shubert 
lease Mr. Nederlander will make ex- 
tensive improvements to the property, 
but refused to state for what purpose.

Series of Matinees To Be Given in New York Dur- 
ing the Fall and Winter—Maxim Gorky’s 
“The Night Refuge” Will Be 
First Offering 


New York, Oct. 6,—Robert Whittier will di- 
rect a Russian drama season in a series of 
matinees during the coming fall and winter. 
The plays to be presented are ‘‘The Cherry Or- 
chard,’’ ‘“‘The Three Sisters,’ and four one-act 
farces by Chekhow; “‘The Power of Darkness,” 
by Tolstoi; ‘‘Brothers Karamosoff,’’ by Dostoyev- 
ski; ‘“‘Savva’’ and ‘‘King Hunger,”’ by Andrey- 
eff; ‘‘The Night Refuge,’ by Maxim Gorki. Mr. 
Whittier bas spent several seasons in touring 
the Continent, particularly Russia, and states 
that in presenting his repertoire he will adhere 
to the Russian atmosphere faithfully in all de- 
tails, which, he claims, has never before been 
done in the English drama of the stage, altho ac- 
complished in opera. 

To aid in his project Mr. Whittier has se- 
eured the co-operation of Vassili Troussoff, direct 
from Stanislavski’s Art Theater, Moscow, who 
will design the scenery and costumes, which will 
be largely exact replicas of his former successes 
in Moscow.

Anything is accdéptable— 
clothes, autographed photographs of celebrities, 
furniture—anything. Everything can be sold, 
and Miss Taylor says the demand far exceeds 
the supply. This money gves to finance the 
Stage Women’s War Relief Home Paper Depart- 
ment, which supplies 700 papers daily to the 
boys in various hospitals in and around New 
York. The papers are very popular with the 
boys, particularly the badly wounded ones. They 
are cut off from the many outings their more 
convalescent -brothers are able to enjoy. They 
feel a hopelessly long way from home, and 
their daily paper, that keeps them in touch, in 
a measure, with home, delights them more than 
the newest fiction. 

Mme. Alma Clayburgh, of the Stage Women’s 
War Relief, was deeply touched by the very 
enthusiastic reception given her by the police- 
men when she sang for them at their camp. 

The weather man was not particularly kind 
to the wounded boys who were the guests of the 
Stage Women’s War Relief for last week’s 
picnic. ‘It was held at Viola Allen’s (Mrs. 
Peter Duryea) place in Ossining. The boys en- 
joyed the ride, even tho it was in the rain, 
and the delicious dinner our hostesses always 
delight in giving the boys is a thing they look 
forward to very eagerly. 

On Wednesday, October 8, fifteen wounded 
boys from the Gun ‘Hill Road Hospital will be 
the guests of Messrs. Cohan & Harris for a 
matinee performance of “The Royal Vaga- 
bond.” 

There are still some of the double-decker 
beds for sale at the Stage Women’s War Relief 
Service House, 251 Lexington avenue. These 
beds were sold to the Stage Women for $17.50 
each, wholesale. This includes the two mat; 
tresses and the pillows. We are selling them 
for $5 each. They are in excellent condition, 
having been used little over a year, and are 
just the thing for a small apartment where con- 
servation of space is desired. 

A wonderful donation came in from the Red 
Cross at Hayesville, 0.—all brand new clothes. 
Suits of heavy underwear for men, dozens of 
ribbed stockings for babies and children, over- 
alls for small lads and for their fathtrs. The do- 
nation included enough to more than half fill 
a packing case. The last case for Prance was 
shipped from the Stage Women's War Relief 
a few days ago. We have at last, after a sne- 
cession of disappointments, succeeded in finding 
a way to get the relief supplies thrn to Ar- 
menia. From now on our cases will go to 
Armenia, where the greatest snffering exists. 

A letter of appreciation was received by 
Mrs, Bittinger, of the Stage Women’s War 
Relief, from the American Library Association. 
It seems that the home papers distributed daily 
by the Stage "Women’s War Relief are given 
credit of having brought the wounded boys to 
a Wore normal state mentally than anything 
else that has been done for them. ‘‘Jnst read 
ing the advertisements in their home paper,”’ 
the librarian writes. “‘hasx«pewer te quiet them.”

George W. Castellane, property man for Com 
stock & Gest during the past ten years, was 
seen by the writer on the half-lighted stage of 


the Manhattan Opera House, where be was 
busily occupied with the many details that 
make up a Belasco setting for ‘‘Dark Rosa 
leen.”’ 


Asked to talk about 
for the edification of 


himself and his work

New York, Mr. Cuastellane said: 
“The duties of a property man are varied. 


Everything he does is different, and, therefore, 
interesting, 
“None of 


my family were in the theatrical 

business. My father was a railroad man, and, 

as a boy going to. school, I liked to hang 
around the theater, 

“The property man takes care of all the 

draperies, carpets and furniture, also making 


pieces of the latter which can not be bought. 

“The heads of the different departments, au- 
thor and director,’’ continued Mr. 
“furnish the property man with a jlist of 
effects or props. required in a particular play. 
If a period play I refer to our books. 

“Should the scene be laid in Turkey, then, 
of course, Turkish designs and effects are em 
ployed. 

“If, for instance, ‘The Girl of the Golden 
West,’ then, of course, Western things make 
up the setting for the scenes. 

“The period of ‘The Wanderer,’’ 1,000 years 
before Christ, necessitated reference to books 
in the Public Library. 

“Should we be advised that a horse will go 
across the stage we know we must lay heavy 
mats, so that the noise of his step will not 
mitigate against the illusion that he is walking 
on a road and not on a board floor. 

“A property man also builds his own props. 
and takes charge of all costumes which hang 
in or drape a scene, but not those worn in the 
seene,’’ and here Mr. Castellane pointed to the 
bacons hanging in the old Irish shop of the 
scene in ‘‘Dark Rosaleen,’’ so true to life, and 
made of papier mache in his own workshop. 
where at times twenty-five men are employed 
on a single production,

the booking powerg that he has a wonderful 
act. Some office boy is sent to “‘look the act 
over," and he, in all probability, being cap- 
tivated with the legs and lingerle, goes back 
to the boss with a wonderful report. The act 
opens, gets booked on the strength of the ‘‘re- 
port,” and, whether it makes good or not, is 
just “‘pushed’’ on the managers, who have to 
pay the salaries all over the country. 

Acts like Herman Timberg’s ‘‘The Viol-Inn,” 
of course, are different, and there are several 
others that give real enjoyable entertainment, 
but the craze for girl acts, irrespective of any- 
thing but the fact that they include a bunch of 
girls in tights, etc., is getting monotonous to the 
public who pay the freight. 

What a golden opportunity presents itself for 
some enterprising genius to give vaudeville 4 
different kind of girl act.

It cost $2 each time, but fit was worth it to 
me.”” 

Rosen is a familiar figure over all of the big 
time. As the baby in “‘The Newlyweds’’ he is 
eredited with creating a new character on the 
American stage. He was @ co-feature with 
Ben Welch in that play and a feature with the 
late Nat Wills in “‘A Son of Rest.” 

“Some time after I first played with Gus 
Hill I met him,” said Rosen, ‘‘and he asked me 
what I would work for him for in one of his 
productions.

What would you think of a man who is ask- 
ing for the ‘‘cleaning up’ of carnival shows 
but who himself continues to keep them objec. 
tionable thru his desire for a measly profit 
of a few dollars? 


Why I am particularly desirous to learn your 
opinion of the man is because the individua! 
I am mentioning is yourself. 


I read your publication every week, just as 
I read every other of our trade publications, 
Without intending to hand you any bouquets 
I am obliged to admit that your circulation 
covers nearly every branch of show business 
from the circus, carnival and chautauqua to 
the pitchman, performer and producer. I wil! 
also admit that the constant readers of your 
columns not only feed upon the news of their 
own particular line of the business, but also 
cross over into the columns devoted to the 
other branches and are gaining an insight into 
their neighbors’ everyday life and doings, and 
so growing to feel that we are all in one big 
family. And, because of the fact that the 
“outsider” likes to peep under the sidewalls 
you also carry a lot of layman readers. 


Accordingly, every time you raise a protest 
against some fault in any one line of the bugi- 
ness, you reach a lot of eyes and ears. When 
you put forth the cry for cleaner shows on 
carnivals and gave the real business reason 
showing that cleaner midways meant bigger 
returns thru increaved patronage, you gained 
a lot of boosters and co-workers even tho many 
of the co-workers selfishly trieq@ to effect a 
cleanup in order to get their share of the in- 
creased business which would follow rather than 
thru any fraternal desire to boost the game. 
Your drive has made itself felt even on the 
midways of the little Pumpkin Fairs and the 
average concessionaire gets peeved if he finds 
a strong girl-show on the lot in these days. He 
knows that the report may draw the rough- 
necks but it will keep away the homefolks 
the real backbone of the concessionaire’s bank- 


But after putting in the Punch you have let 
the whole business cown, and a lot of folks, 
myself included, are tempted to question your 


sincerity. 
And let’s look in another direction! Your 
friend, Mr. Mountford, has been whanging away 


on the tune that low-paid women can't remain 
decent, or words to that effect. And he has 
Mentioned how the women in our business are 
supposed to be subjected to insults by agents 
and managers. And you have put his remarks 
into prominent display and have led your read- 
ers to believe that you are strong for the pro- 
tection of womanhood, and that you want the 
world to know what we already know--that the 
women of show business are worthy of every 
man’s respect. I have believed that you would 
also refuse to be a party to any transaction that 
would assist in any way an exhibition that 
would lower the dignity of the women in our 
business.

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“BUTCHERED TO MAKE A HOLIDAY” 


When the infamous Nero was Emperor of Rome it was his custom on special Holidays 
io sacrifice scores and hundreds of martyrs to the lions for the enjoyment of the populace. 

The big vaudeville theatre of that day, “‘The Coliseum,” would be crowded. The trembling 
men, women and children were forced into the arena, the gates cpened and the lions and 
tigers dashed out on their hepless prey. 

This was Nero’s idea of a Roman holiday. 


And when one of the great English Poets saw the ruins of that mighty Theatre, in his 
description of it, he used a phrase which will never be forgotten: “BUTCHERED TO 
MAKE A ROMAN HOLIDAY.” 


Last week was the Jewish holiday, and in all the vaudeville theatres in the Hebrew sec- 
tions the proprietors of a certain Circuit made all the actors do four shows a day. 


Acts were cut, mutilated and butchered and for once in their lives actors resembled 
the martyrs of old, in that they were “BUTCHERED TO MAKE A JEWISH HOLIDAY.” 


The other day the United States fleet paid a visit to one of the big ports on the Pacific 
Coast. The manager came around to the actors and told them that as the sailors were there he 
wanted them to do five or six shows a day for the whole week, promising them extra re- 
muneration. 


Again acts were chopped, exorcised and shortened, as five and six shows were done 
every day for that week. 


At the end of the week, when the actors expected to get the extra money, the manager 
calmly walked around and said: ‘Look at your contracts. It says extra shows shall be done 
on holidays and THE MAYOR DECLARED THIS A HOLIDAY WEEK.” 


Here again actors and acts were “BUTCHERED TO MAKE A SAILORS’ HOLI- 
DAY.” 


And the funny part, the humorous part, the sad part and the tragic part is that the 
managers would have made more money if they had played only three shows a day and 
emptied the house after each performance, FOR HUNDREDS OF PERSONS WENT 
THERE IN THE EARLY MORNING AND STAYED THERE ALL DAY. 


Three shows a day will come, three shows a day must come, but it will not come for any- 
thing I can say or write about. 


I mean to do my best. I meanto approach every Health Officer in this country. I 
MEAN TO APPEAL TO ALL THE BOARDS OF HEALTH IN THIS COUNTRY. 
BUT THAT WILL BE A VERY SLOW PROCESS. 


I know that the discontent amongst the actors as to the number of shows a day is 
deep, though not loud; is great, though invisible. 

I KNOW THE ACTORS WANT TO STOP IT. 

I CANNOT DO IT UNAIDED. 

If you really want to stop more than threeshows a day, 

If you really want to play to a fresh audience in a fresh atmosphere with a fair chance 
of making a success only three times a day, then become a Member of this Organization, 
pay your dues, and WHEN THE TIME COMES DO AS YOU ARE TOLD AND THEN

AUSTRALIA and FRANCE 


I have received the following cablegram from Australia: 

"All branches of profession in Australasia 
member of organized and registered Trade Unions. 
Mailing particulars. Artists intending visiting 
communicate immediately with Secretary." 


, This is Mr. Dunn’s code cablegram to me, and Mr. Dunn is the Secretary of the Actors’ Federation 
of Australia. 

This means that you must have a Union card to play in Australia, AND WE ARE AFFILIATED 
WITH THE AUSTRALIAN ORGANIZATION. 

Monsieur Thomas, the Secretary of the Union Syndigate des Artistes Lyriques, Paris France, with 
whom we are also affiliated, announces that there is a Union Shop in Paris. ; 

Even the theatres subventioned, that is the theatres controlled, operated and financed by the 
Government, are now UNION SHOPS, ACTOUS, MUSICIANS AND STAGE HANDS, 

This means that you cannot play in Paris, and, therefore, the whole of France, without you, are car- 
rying a Union ecard. 

THE UNION SHOP IS CLOSING IN ALL AROUND THE VAUDEVILLE PROFESSION, 

The subject of the Union Shop was thoroughly discussed at the British Trades Union Congress and 
certain recommendations were adopted. 

If the Union Shop is good for Australia and for France and for England (the two latter being smaller 
countries than this and where it is much more easy to control the actor), IS IT NOT GOOD ENOUGH 
POR THE UNITED STATES AND CANADA? 

The American Revolution was in 1776 and THE FRENCH REVOLUTION WAS IN 1793. 

It only took a few years for a world-wide movement like Republicanism to cross the ocean in the 
days of sailing ships. 

How long do you think it is going to take Republicanism amongst actors to spread from France to 
the United States in these days of steamships, cables and wireless telegraphy?

How time changes men’s point of view. Nine 
years ago to belong te the American Federation 
of Labor was worse than being a Bolshevist, 
an Agitator or an Anarchist. And now we find 
in New York the employing printers refusing 
to employ any person who is not a member of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

a * . 

In fact they have discharged about 6,000 men 
because they are not members of the American 
Féderation of Labor, and the employers insist 
upon a Union Shop. 

* . . 

‘Now surely the men who run Harper’s, who run 
Seribner’s, who run The Century Magazine, who 
run The Metropolitan, who run The Iron Age 
are men of intelligence, of intellect and of 
learning, and if they insist on the Union Shop 
surely it is a good example for the intellectual, 
high-class, learned vaudeville managers. 

> . . 

Men like Mr. Green, J. Adams Thayer, Harper, 
Mr. Dodd of Dodd, Mead & Co.; Mr. Stokes of 
the Stokes Publishing Company, all university 
men, all men of standing, have found out that 
it is better to negotiate with recognized, staple 
unions, under competent, able and honest leader- 
ship, than it is to negotiate with irresponsible 
leaders who are simply in it for the money 
that can be made out of it. 

* . . 


Can anyone imagine what this profession would 
be if Chesterfield and Davis had real charge of 
the actors and had real pewer? 

. . . 

Neither of them has ever done anything for 
the actor, and both of them took their present 
jobs because there was something in it for them. 

* * . 

Therefore, if they ever did become a power 
and were in a position to negotiate with the 
managers, would they not think of themselves 
first? What they were coing te get out of it? 
How much they themselves could make and then 
think of the actors last of all? 

* . . 

Would it not be better to negotiate with a 
union of which James William FitzPatrick was 
the president, of which men like Charles T. 
Aldrich were officers, than with some union which 
numbered amongst its officers men who have 
never declared their policy, who have never ut- 
tered one constructive thought and who have 
never pledged themselves to certain lines of ac- 
tion? 

. . >. 

It may be taken as a foregone fixed concla- 
sion that if the managers do not negotiate with 
us they will finally have to negotiate with some- 
one else; and better the devil you know than the 
devil you dort know!

Talking about five or six shows a day the fol- 
lowing story is of interest: 

Alexander Pantages engaged Ruth St. Denis, 
calling Pantages Circuit, at $1,200.00 a week. At 
a meeting of managers Mr. Pantages admitted 
that she did not make any money for him on the 
circuit and that he only engaged her so as to 
have an example for other actors. Miss St. Denis 
did five shows a day in Minneapolis and in the 
other five-shows-a-day towns, and, when Mr. Pan- 
tages was asked about this, he said: ‘Well, I 
have now an Eastern Star, and when any actor 
complains about signing my contract, with five 
shows a day, I produce Miss St. Denis’ contract, 
with five shows a day, and say: ‘If she has dene 
it you can do it.’”’ 

* * * 

Up to the present he has gotten away with it. 

Will he, after this notice?

This shows you how the manager plays the 
actor off against the actor. The only remedy for 
the actor is to work with the actor, and not let 
actors be played off one against the other. 

. * > 

The actor is the candle which the manager 
burns at both ends and the only way that one 
end can be put out is to bave a candle snuffer, 
firmly affixed with the Union Shop, to one end.

Certainly the actors’ condition is getting al- 
most unbearable behind the scenes. Song plug 
gers, peddlers of millinery, life insurance, grease 
paint, yellow diamonds on the installment plan.

Referring to the frequent complaints of man- 
agers who suffer losses by sending money for 
transportation to actors who fail to show up, 
and particularly to Q. R. Thompson's letter in 
The Billboard of September 20, and from the 
manager of the Hart Theater in Toledo, and 
aise from the show playing the Rex in Omaha, 
I want to say that I have been the victim of 
Several cases of this kind and have come to the 
conclusion that the remedy is to refuse to ad- 
Vance transportation except in cases were the 
actor is known to be reliable. If a show works 
steadily season after season its reliability is 
usually known to actors and there is no good 
reason for the actor to demand transportation 
from oneb a show. If on the other hand the 
actor hasn't money to pay his own transporta- 
tion a reasonable distance he probably hasn't 
been working very steadily and is likely to be 
an undesirable. 

Last February 1 wired $35 to Gene Howard, 
who bad sent me programs and given me other 
evidence that he was a regular performer. Upon 
receipt of the money he wired me: “Leaving 
this evening. Wire later.’’ He hasn't arrived 
yet. During the influenza epidemic a year ago 
I advanced $55 to Florence de Rita, otherwise 
known as Mrs, Oscar Gregg. A few weeks be- 
are the theater reopened she disappeared and

Dear Sir—After reading the letter of Paul 
L. Specht to Mr. Gates in your recent issue I 
wish to commend Mr, Specht and the Monarch 
Music Company for the stand they have taken 
to uphold the good songs published by small 
publishers. 

I think it entirely wrong for critics to knock 
the songs of small houses, many of which 
prove to be far above the average, and let the 
bad numbers of large concerns go without criti- 
cism, 

There are scores of numbers that have proven 
big hits and have been bought from the small 
publishers by the big houses. A few of them 
are ‘“‘I'm Sorry I Made You Cry,’ “You're 
Some Pretty Dell,"’ and while the big hits, 
““Mickey"’ and “Over There’’ were written by 
professionals, they came out with smaller 
houses before being purchased by the big ones. 

I have written some few songs myself, and 
in trying to place same with one of the large 
publishers was told by the professional manager 
that my work was as good as thirty per cent 
of the songs published by their firm, but in 
omer for me to get anything in there I must 
write something so good that he couldn't afford 
to turn it down, and then he added: “After you 
get one in you can work in any kind of stuff.’’ 

Now in conclusion, if the big ones get by 
with ‘“‘any kind of stuff."" why should the good 
songs of small publishers be given a knockout 
by the critics, when if given a proper chance 
with the artists they might prove sensational 


hits. For after all isn’t the public the real 
critic and doesn’t the success or failure of any 
song depend entirely on them? 

Let’s let the artists give all good songs an 
equal chance regardless of the publisher or 
writer and let the public be the judge.

During the recent meeting of the Internation- 
al Lyceum and Chautauqua Association Conven- 
tion held at Chicago there was no topic which 
drew forth as much discussion by the members 
as they sat around and chatted with each other 
as the pages in The Billboard which carried the 
commitee reports marking the 
faction that each attraction had received 
marked by the various lyceum and chautauqua 
committeemen who had reported on their ap- 
pearances.

Many 
of these special pleas made against the com- 
mittee reports were made by people who are 
either finding it extremely hard to hold up their 
end of the contract to please the public or they 
are the boobs who have signed a long term con- 
tract at a stipend that is about as remunerative 
as a suspender peddier’s earnings would 
after a trip thru the jungles of Africa 
scenery and experience—but that’s all. 

Lyceum committeemen, you should report on 
all attractions they appear in your town, 
This is a duty you owe to yourself and it is a 
duty you owe to the men and women on the 
platform who are trying to make a life work 
of this great service which they are rendering 
to mankind.

Chicago, Oct, 4.—The long expected crash has 
at last arrived. There is notice tacked on the 
door of The National Lincoln Chautauqua Bu- 
reau office notifying the world that the property 
of the Lincoln Chautauqua is in the hands of the 
Central Trust Company of Illinois, which insti- 
tution is acting receiver, having been ap- 
pointed by order of the District Court of the 
United States, 

The office furniture is being appraised and will 
be offered for sale within a few days. The 
big managerial mahogany desk that cost $165 
in the days when you could buy a T-bone 
steak for 30 cents will be knocked down with 
the common furniture. There is an atmosphere 
of desolation where before all was mystery and 
fond hope fed on inflated promise. 

The liabilities are, of course, not exactly 
known, but it is said to be around in the

The war demonstrated the 
absolute need of entertainment, in- 
spiration and good cheer as a factor 
in the life and usefulness of a soldier. 
It is as necessary in the life and ac- 
tivities of our citizens here in America 
as it ever was in the trenches of 
France and Belgium. Will our people 
realize this fact and utilize these 
forces that proved so valuable in the 
great world conflict? 4 
Riot, riot, riot, everywhere we read of 
riots. Race riots which end in a fren- 
zied mob shooting up a town or lynch- 
ing a few hand-picked victims is a 
poor commentary upon our civiliza- 
tion. We used to open every form of 
public gathering with a supplication 
for Divine guidance. We should now 
employ all the brass bands, quartets, 
singing societies, solos or any other 
agency that will bring the soothing

calm of reason and clear judgment. 
Even canned music is a great agency 
for clear thinking at this time. 

We should go forth to demonstrate 
that the laws of life and the laws of 
cause and effect are as operative now 
as they were last year and the year 
before. We are sowing as well as reap- 
ing. 

If there is one thing established it 
is that might is never able to per- 
manently conquer right. Force is im- 
potent in the long march of progress 
when it is confronted with right and 
reason. We may twist and turn the 
current in the stream of progress, but 
it will ever flow onward. We may even 
dam it up and stop its progress for a 
time, but when it does break loose it 
has only gathered greater force that 
sweeps on in more power and greater 
fury. ; 


AST week there was gathered at 
Detroit a body of churchmen 
known as the Episcopal Expeditionary 
Force, which was addressed by the Rt. 

D. Williams, Bishop of 
Michigan. In his address he said: 


We are facing Utopia or hell in the 
days before us. On the one hand are 
the proletariat, on the other the rich.

HE gigantic struggle between the 
United States Steel Corporation and 
its thousands cf employees is attract- 
ing world-wide attention.

But there is another campaign of 
political and business reactionaries, 
devoid of ideals and narrow as a mole 
in vision. There shall be no new day, 
they say. Such men repress ambition, 
kill the spirit and suppress aspiration. 
They are almost as dangerous as the 
other group, the radicals. 

The good brother seems to be per- 
fectly oblivious to the real fact which 
is established in this country at this 
moment, and that is that our people 
are unwilling to wear the yoke of any 
master. He may prefer the golden 
shambles of plutocracy to the iron ones 
forged by the proletariat, but the facts 
are that the American people do not 
wish to wear the shambles of either. 
The fact that some well-fed, well-paid, 
favored-by-fortune few may feel that 
plutocracy’s shambles are smooth does 
not make them so to the masses, who 
have all too long worn them. 

The same Episcopal Church is strug- 
gling with the problem of how to re- 
arrange its Prayer Book and its rules 
governing the marriage ceremony so 
as to bring these into harmony with 
modern life. The word “obey” and the 
phrase “with my worldly goods I thee 
endow” will be eliminated from the 
marriage service of the Protestant 
Episeopal Church.

Mr. Gary gave the committee some- 
thing of a jolt by stating he thought 
investigations encouraged a “vicious 
element” by giving them an opportuni- 
ty to air their doctrines. 

“Anything done to encourage this 
strike is playing into the hands of a 
vicious element that should receive no 
encouragement from men such as you,” 
asserted the witness. 

“Do you mean to say that this com- 


mittee is giving encouragement to a 
vicious element?’ demanded Senator 
Kenyon. 


“No, except by investigation,” replied 
Mr. Gary. 

“Do you think the time has 
when Congress can not investigate a 
question without giving encourage- 
ment to some lawless element?” asked 
Senator Kenyon. “That is a very 
broad charge.” 

“It does give an opportunity to cer- 
tain men to get their views before the 
public,” answered Mr. Gary. 

“I recognize,” Mr. Gary said, “that 
the power of concentrated capital nec- 
essarily involves the power to do more 
or less harm. [| recognize the fact, per- 
sonally, that concentrated capital has 
the advantage over the single individ- 
ual if concentrated capital is in the 
hands of dishonest or unfair men. 
Therefore I think concentrated capital 
should be under control and super- 
vision against wrong.” 


come 


Mr. Gary’s remedy for _ possible 
wrongs is one that he would be the 
first to oppose if put into law. The 
fact that he sees only harm in Con- 
gress even as much as trying to get 


at the facts involved in the present 
controversy is proof positive that he 
is only setting the stage for his own 
show to give a benefit performance— 
continuous at that—for his own in- 
terest. 

His interview shows how little he 
grasps the great fundamental truth 
back of all of this unrest. It isn’t that 
there is not pay enough, short hours or 
any one thing that makes for this con- 
troversy. It’s the old, old story being 
retold in a new way to fit new condi- 
tions. Uncle Tom, representing the 
longing of the millions of his fellow 
slaves, when asked by one of the most 
benevolent masters who ever owned a 
human being, “Don’t you have every- 
thing you want here?” replied: “Yes, 
Mas’r, but I'd rather have poor house, 
poor clothes, poor everything, and have 
‘em my own, than to have the best in 
the world and know that they belonged 
to someone else.” 

In an address before an organization 
of bankers and business men, held in 
St. Louis, Attorney-General A. Mitchell 
Palmer told the association that in- 
dustry must be democratized on a basis 
of full co-operation and that greater 
production at less cost must be brought 
about.. 

Mr. Palmer, in his address, ascribed 
unrest, in large part, to the presence 
of Europeans, who seem to think there 
is justification for employing in this 
country the methods of force which 
have been used to change the form of 
government in European countries. 

He declared the Only method by 
which a change of government in this 
country could be brought about was 
for the majority of the people to so de- 
cide by regular methods provided by 
the constitution. 

HERE is no other agency better 

able to bring about a better un- 
derstanding of the needs of this hour 
than the forces which have de- 
voted life, talent and all to the 
work of entertaining, amusing and in- 
structing the public. It seems to us 
there are great opportunities 
now offered to the people’s servants 
who are engaged in spreading sunshine 
and happiness along life’s pathway. 

In war we make life more livable— 
in peace we should be able to do as 
much. Can’t we adjust our views so 
as to take into consideration not only 
each other’s interests, but the public’s 
as well? Can't we see the need of 2 
better understanding and a better feel- 
ing as a people than now exists among 
the men and women even of our own 
country? Can't we see the best way to 
bring about this new era is to carry the 
blessings that we have to offer to a 
sick and needy world?

The Sioux Falls-Rock Rapids Roundup staged 
at Rock Rapids, Ia., September 24-27, was one 


of the wildest contests of the season, with 
forked ronks, big, strong Yulldogging steers 
and high-jumping, crooked, weaving steers for 
riding and reping, and with nearly all the top- 
netch contest hands of the game competing 
for big prizes the going was rough all the 
way. 


The first, third and fourth days great crowds 
filled every available seat ana standing along 
the fence of the home stretch of the race course, 
while on the second day, Thursday, the crowds 
lined up all around the half-mile track, every 


available sitting and standing position being 
crowded until there was no place where an 
additional person could squeeze in and see 


the performance, then the management gave 
orders t» refuse any further admissions and 
announced that any persons already on the 
grouvd who could not gain a place where they 
could see the performance could, return to the 
gate and receive their money back, hundreds 
who had come from distant cities took advantage 
of this offer and left the grounds returning 
after the performance and paying their admis- 
sion and camping on the grounds all night in 
order to get the best seats the following day. 

All the contest hands present voted Roscoe 
C. Bangs as one of the best fellows and one 
of the greatest managers and promoters in the 
game, 

Slim Riley in all probability would have 
won the prize for numerous injuries had there 
been one, Slim being knocked out three times 
during the show but finishing strong. 

The first accident happened seon after the 
show had started on the first day when Poncha 
Villa, one of the worst bucking horses ever 
turned loose in a ladies’ string bucked into the 
announcers stend, tearing down the fence, up- 
setting Fog Horn Clancy and demolishing the 
stand. How Miss Wilkes escaped death seems 
a miracle, and while she was badly bruised she 
managed to finish the contest. Other injuries 
were Red Sublett, Rube Roberts, Oklahoma 
Curley, Billy Kingham, Garfield Daniels, Tommy 
Douglas, Jom Lynch, Frank McCarroll and Dan 
Offutt. Offutt was the most seriously injured 
of any of the contestants. In the bulldogging 
the first day Offutt made a flying leap for his 
steer, the steer and bulldogger falling in a héap, 
the steer’s horn was broken in Offutt’s hand, 
nearly tearing off the hand. Offutt will be out 
of the game fer a long time and only the best 
of luck and attention will prevent amputation 
of the member. 

‘Rock Rapids and its citizens proved that they 
are both in a class by themselves, and the 
customary outrageous prices for board, lodging 
etc., that have become so prevalent at many 
contest towns was conspicions by its absence. 
The citizens of Rock Rapids really welcomed 
the cowboys and treated them right and just 


before the close of the last show 
Horn Clancy announced that Manager Bangs 
had already met with the business men and 
arranged to make the roundup an annual affair 
there was much applause and rejoicing.

Stroud, arena director; Hugh Strickland. as- 
sistant arena director: Joe FE. Brown, secretary 
and treasurer; Fog Horn Qancy, official an- 
nouncer; R. R. Deoubieday, official photogra- 
pher; Johnny Mullens, John Craven and Frank 
Walker, judges: Chick Hannon, Tommy Dong- 
las and Red Sublett, clowns. Leonard Stroud 
did not compete in any of the events with 
the exception of the trick riding, fancy roping 
and steer roping on account of bending every 
energy to the effort of running a smooth fast 
program in which he was more than success- 
full.

Following one of the topnotch weeks of the 
season, that beginning at Little Rock, and ending 
at Houston, the Sells-Flote Circus encountered 
misfortune at San Antonio, where it lost, thru 
rain, what would have surely been one of the 
banner days of the season, The show arrived 
early in the afterneon of Sunday, September 21, 
and a warm Texas sun and a huge turnout of 
San Antonians welcomed the troupe to the South 
Presa street lot.

Allies Will Be Represented—To Be 
Greatest Test Ever Made

New York, Oct, 4.—Eighty airplanes, and 
possibly more, will start in the transcontinental 
and return flight on October 8 from New York 
to San Francisco, Fifty-seven to start from 
New York and twenty-three from fan Francisco, 
stopping at twenty-two control stations, flying 
under the rules of the American Flying Club, 

France and England also are expected to en- 
ter several machines which will give an inter- 
national aspect to the race, and because of the 
recent feat of a Frenchman in making a new 
woru’s record of 180 miles an hour, it is ex- 
peeted that our allies will give our own flyers a 
good race before they'll be able to get away 
with the honors. 

Fighteen prizes are offered by the American 
Fiying Club, and they will be divided into three 
classes, time competition, first place to the 
pit crossing the continent ig the shortest time, 
irrespective of stops and actual flying time; 
speed contest, to pilots having the shortest flying 
time: handicap competition, each will be handi- 
capped according to its reputed qualifications. 

This is considered the greatest reliability 
test ever made of machines and General Meno- 
her hopes to evolve the ideal machine out of the 
experiences of this flight. 


WORLD’S SPEED RECORD 
Made by French Plane

New York, Oct. 3.—A new official world’s 
record for airplane cpeed was made at Villa 
Coublay, France, by @ “pad single«eater air- 
plane, which accomplished 184 miles an hour, 
according to a cable “lessage made public here 
tolay by Manufacturers’ Aircraft Association. 
This, it is said, is twenty miles faster than the 
speed made by any other flying machine so far 
officially recorded.

TOOK PICTURES OF FIRE 


New York, Oct. 4.—The possibilities of avia- 
tion and aerial photography as a new means of 
fire protection and fire fighting were demon- 
strated by an experiment conducted jointly Dy 
the Curtiss Aeroplane and Motor Corporation 
and The New York Herald recently. In order to 
prove the value of the airplane in this -work 
the staff photographer of The Herald was taken 
on a flight over the ruins of the Standard Oil 
plant at Greenpoint, Brooklyn, where dorsixth 
hours a fire raged, resulting in the destruction 
of several millions of dollars in oil and other 
property. he photagraphs are believed to be 
the first series ever taken in the same circum- 
stances and for the same purpose, The point is 
made that a photographic survey wf a city 
would be of great value as a part of the records 
of the fire department and could be used in much 
the same manner as were battle maps durimg the 
war. The flight was made in a Curtiss JN-4D, 
piloted by Richard H. Depew, Jr., who won drst 
place in the New York-Toronto aerial race.

Along last March, when the Curtiss Engineering 
Corporation at Garden City was rushing to 
completion the big NC-4, last of the four big 
trans-Atlantic fliers to be finished, and the 
successful one, another new model was being 
brought out—the Seagull.

“beat the world.” The Seagull, then in the 
course of construction, was temporagily neg- 
lected. Completed in record time the NC-4 “got 
away” with its sister ships, the NC-1 and the 
NC-3, and, after encountering difficulties, suc- 
ceeded in making aviation history for the United 
States and for the world. The Seagull, first 
three-passenger fying boat, was announced a 
short time later and has established an enviable 
reputation in a remarkably short time. Seagull 
models are now flying in the Scandinavian coun- 
tries on the first regularly-established aerial 
transportation line in America—the line between 
San Pedro, Cal... and the Catalina Jslands, 
along the Atlantic Coats, in the Great Lakes and 
one is on its way on an epoch-making trip *e- 
tween New York and New Orleans, via the flud- 
son, St. Lawrence, Great Lakes and Mississippi 
River.

New York, Oct. 4.—A syndicate of British 
eapitalists is said to have in mind the formation 
of a-company to operate a transocean transpor- 
tation fleet of dirigibles next year. The com- 
pany, it is said, will be capitalized at $13,000,- 
000 and will be under British Government super- 
vision. 

The first route planned will be from *London 
to New York. If this proves satisfactory the 
route will be extended to San Francisco, then 
another route established to Rio de Janeiro, 
and another to Cape Town. Should these prove 
successful the governmerit will run a line to 
Australia.

To Be Made at Omaha This Fall 


Omaha, Neb., Oct. 2.—Balloon Instructor 
Leo Stevens, at Fort Omaha, announced recently 
that an attempt to get into communication with 
the planet Mars from the largest balloon yet 
built and piloted by Stevens would be made this 
fall by Prof. David ‘Todd, who just returned to 
Amherst College from Trrazil. The airship to be 
used will ascend to 50,000 feet, according to 
Stevens, and will have a capacity of 140,000 
feet. It will be enabled to rise to the expected 
height by an invention which separates the bal- 
loon into upper and lower compartments, the 
former containing hydrogen gas and the latter 
fresh air.

It is capitalized 
to the extent of $10,000 by the Chinese National 
League, and already some twenty students are 
enrolled. 

Harry Lobb, chief instructor at the Institute, 
and Harry Roe, mechanic, recently flew from 
this city to Winnipeg. a distance of about 450 
miles in five hours and fifty miautes, using a 
Curtiss JN-4 Canadian training plane. The 
flight was to attend a national convention of the 
league. Both men saw service with the Royal 
air force during the war.

Since its use during the fair just closed, and 
the many complimentary expressions concerning 
it from the thousands who appreciated and 
enjoyed its many features, and the players who 
gave the fair the best attraction features 
it has ever had, but one regret is felt—that 
it wasn’t built years ago. 

The new stage is built of concrete blocks, is 
7 feet high, 28 feet wide and 105 feet long, 
with a beautiful top matched flooring, well 
filled and painted. At the extreme left and 
underneath are spacious dressing Tooms for the 
ladies, and also one for the men performers. 
These rooms are equipped with running water, 
modern toilets, electric lights and other con- 
veniences common in modern theater dressing 
rooms. In addition there is a large assembly 
room and additional toilets and conveniences 
for the use of bands and orchestras, and a 
spacious orchestra pit in front and just below 
the footlights, The balance of the space under 
the platform is arranged for the storage of 
trunks and such paraphernalia catried by the 
various acts, and is also arranged to properly 
eare for trained animals when occasion de- 
mands. At other times this space is utilized 
for the storage of fixtures and materials required 
to be kept under cover when not in use. 

A very important feature of this platform is 
the high picket fence surrounding it at a 
distance of eight feet, to keep the ever-too- 
curious crowd at a convenient distance. This 
elicited as much favorable comment as the 
Stage itself. and it justly deserves it. The 
space between the platform and fence permits 
the actors to enjoy a breathing spell in the 
open without interference from the thoughtless 
and curious crowd.

WORTHAM'’S GREATEST SHOWS 


Has a Great Opening at the Oklahoma 
Free State Fair 


Muskogee, Ok., Oct. 1.—History says Musko- 
gee’s first fair was cssayed just forty-five years 
ago, and with the 1919 Free State Exposition 
now on tap old residents recall that the first 
effort along the same line was no failure either 
in any way. 

Very few of the citizenship present know that 
the town’s first wns held two years after 
founding this village or camp, now grown to 
a real city of nearly 50,000. Those who pro- 
moted the first fair were banded together in 
what was called the ‘Indian Territory Inter- 
national Fair Association.’’ From old records 
it is found that the purpose of the fair was 
to “‘promote greater knowledge of agriculture 
among the Indians of the territory.” 

Interesting to the spectators of that early 
day and to the readers of the present day were 
the inscriptions on the banners of the various 
tribes represented in the procession, Here they 
are: Arapahoe, “‘Farm better than the chase’’;

All this may not interest a hot dog or juice 
concessioner, neither does Billy Sunday very 
likely, but these pioneers made it possible for 
them to mop up, as they call it, in these highly 
exciting festive carnival days, So read on that 


a big feature of the early exhibitors was a 
grand march, with every tribe represented. ATI 
joined in this grand parade and four bands from 
four States helped things along. The bands 
came from Fort Gibson, Sedalia, Mo.; CincMnati, 
Ark., and Sulphur Springs, Tex., and the old 
accounts show there were no pikers among the 
early residents, as over 100 oxen were barbecued 
for the daliy feasts, to say nothing of the In- 
dian canine side dishes. 

The Indian display in the old days showed 
the progress of the tribes in horticulture, agri- 
culture and domestic work, and leading men 
from the various tribes were “brought to Musko- 

e to find emulation from the white man’s 
exhibits until today the genuine Indian exhibi- 
tion hereon view is one of the greatest features. 
Governors, Senators, Representatives, Cabinet 
officials and church dignitaries are brought 
here ta’see the progress made by the real red 
Americans in their civilizing pursuits. Then 
when the open gate was introduced several years 
ago all the wise experts predicted immediate 
bankruptcy, but the results prove that with 
sterling attractions the new, expensive concrete 
#rand stand, seating 10,000, is practically sold 
out a month before the opening date. 

The Wortham attractions are all lined up 
near the grand stand in the most prominent 
location, same as this aggregation has always 
been placed, and the receipts at the opening 
Monday far surpassed any former first money, 
so with beautiful and delightful weather and 
Wortham’s army aviator scooting above and in 
the azure skies everybody is particularly happy 
and contented with their Bedouin existence 
with this caravan.—PUNCH WHEELER.

Sheik Puts Up Strong Fight and Suc- 
ceeds in Having Shows at Ak- 
Sar-Ben Operate 
Mob Riots 


All the world knows now that Omaha was 

in the grip of an armed mob all of Sunday, 
September 28, from five in the afternoon until 
the United States Government in Washington 
issued orders that put the city under military 
law. Armed troops took possession af the 
city; the civic, county and State officials were 
superseded by military men, and it looked 
as tho martial law would be proclaimed at any 
moment. All this took place in the midst 
of the annual At-Sar-Ren festivities, which 
this year had taken on more pretentious plans 
than ever on account of its being the Gilver 
Judilee of the founding of the order. The 
Con T. Kennedy Shows had been engaged to 
furnish the amusement attractions on the 
carnival grounds located jn the heart of the 
city just off the main business section. 
At a meeting of the Board @f Governors of 
the Ak-Sar-Ben Monday morning it was decided 
to go ahead with “business as usual’ for a 
slogan. Monday afternoon the Kennedy Shows 
opened as usual and kept open until a general 
down our of rain suspended operations early 
in the even’ Tuesday morning Major Gen- 
eral Leonard Woods arrived on the scene, and 
under orders from Washington to assumed mill- 
tary command of the city. A meeting of the local 
oficials was held and at 2 p.m. General Wood 
issued his first order which prohibited the gather- 
ing of crowds and genera] instructions of a most 
drastic nature. The effect of this wag to call 
off the two big parades of the Ak-Sar-Ben, the 
carnival ball which is the biggest social event 
of the Middle West ang the closing of the 
carnival grounds; this order went into effect 
at 3 p.m. and with over five thousand people 
on the grounds the Kennedy Shows were com- 
Pelled to close its attractions. 


Then Con T. Kennedy got busy. He had 2 
special meeting of the Board of Governors call 
arranged a meeting of the board and Gene 
Woods and used every effort at that time to 
get the order relaxed to permit the carnival 
and ball to proceed. The net result of this, 
after several hours’ conference, was that the 
ban was lifted from the ball, but the com- 
manding officer remained obdurate on the open- 
ing of the carnival. 


Mr. Kennedy was not downed by this action, 
did not give up. After midnight, by means 
of telephone and taxi cabs, he got In touch with 
the officers of the Retail Merchants’ Association, 
leading members of the Chamber of Commerce 
ond the Commercial Club, arranged another 
meeting early in the morning with these gen- 
tlemen and the Board of Governors of the 
AkSar-Ben, and at that meeting succeeded in 
getting a committee appointed to wait on the 
general and make a plea for the opening of the 
carnival gates. This meeting was held at 
three o'clock and so strong was the representa- 
tions made by the committee, so complimentary 
Was the report of the city police officials as to 
the character of the shows and the conduct of 
the attaches of the Kennedy Ghows that at 
3:30 the general issued another order permitting 
the opening of the shows. At 3:35 the gates 
were reopened, every show and ride was in 
operation, mounted men with megaphones were 
Para@ng the streets announcing the fact, auto 
mobiles of men announcers were sent to South 
Omana, a special edition of all the daily papers 
run off the presses, every hotel called up and 
notified, special banners put on every street 
ear in town, all railroads went telegrams to 
otsite points advising their agents to post 
bulletins that the carnival was on and over 
ten thousand paid admissions were recatded 
at the gates Wednesday night. 

All this was due to the determination of’ one 
man, Oon T. ‘Kennedy, not to be downed until 
he bad used every ‘effort, exhausted every 
means regardlevs of expense and exercised every 
Piece of human ingenuity that the ming could 
ceive,

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VAUDEVILLE LACKING IN NOVELTIES 


(Carlton W. Miles, in The Minneapolis Journal, Sept. 21) 
Are vaudeville bills in general as good as they were four or five sea- 


sons ago? Are there as many novelties? What has become of the vaude- 
ville playlet? What is the reason for the abundant supply of “singing 
comediennes?” 


Every week someone asks one or more of these questions. They 
come in conversation, over the telephone, in letters. Perhaps the attitude 
of the public towards vaudeville today is summed up in a letter received 
this week (from which the following excerpts are taken): “I am a lover 
of wholesome vaudeville. However, I do not think that the caliber of 
the weekly bills is what it once was. Formerly we had a program on 
which nearly every number was good. Now we are lucky if three out of 
seven acts are first-class. Are managers making so much money that 
they don’t care what they send? And why do we get the same stars 
season after season, doing the same old stuff? Programs offered us for 
the last two seasons and a half are indicative that vaudeville is in a rut.” 

If you stop to consider this letter there is much truth in it. 

It is true that many of the best vaudeville artists refuse tp visit the 
Middle West. Nora Bayes is an example. She has not appeared here 
within the last fifteen years. And yet a perusal of the program at the 
Palace Theater in New York for last week discloses few novelties. The 
Palace is to the vaudeville performer what the Belasco management is 
to the average actor—the mecca of everything good and wonderful. To 
play the Palace and die is the slogan of many a vaudville wage slave. 
On the Palace bill last week were nine acts, six of which have been seen 
here. 

Save for the arrangement of the bill and the extra numbers, it would 
appear that we are not faring so badly, for the majority of the acts are 
familiar ones. 

IT may be that managers do not realize that they are following the 
beaten track in vaudeville. If so, it would seem the time for some per- 
former of originality and ability to spring a novel offering. There are 
plenty of these “if I only had a chance” boys talking about what they 
would like to do. 

Vaudeville needs them and needs them badly at the present time.

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Dissatisfied Stockholders of U. P. T. Co. Have 
Stormy Meeting— Interesting Statements 
and Revelations by Ernest Horstmann

4.—While the United 
Company stock was 
new advance on the curb 
a stormy meeting of stockholders of the 
United Picture Theater Company was being 
held at the Hotel Commodore resulting in the 
appointment of a committee of investigation, 
which met jater. The committee appointed to 
investigate the financial management of the 
United Picture Theater Company consists of 
Hector Pasmezoglu, a well-known St. Louis 
exhibitor, as chairman, and M. E. Stern, rep- 
resenting Lubliner and Trinz; Mr, Seeger ot 
Milwaukee, Harry Bernstein of Richmond, Va., 
representing the Wells interests; Joseph Mor- 


gan representing the Crandall Theaters of 
Washington and Charles Olson. The meeting 
was attended by Mr. Pasmezoglu Seeger of 


Milwaukee, Edward Zorn of Toledo, C. H. Ross, 
Lancaster Theater, Boston; Mr. Stern represent- 
ing Lubliner and Trinz, Chicago; Charles Olson, 
Harry Bernstein, M. Stiefel, Grand Theater of 
Philadelphia, and Horstmann. There 
were proxies prevented from almost every part 
of the country. According to the proxies filed 
the following States were represented: Ohio, 
Texas, Oklahoma, Missouri, Louisiana, Arkansas 
and Kentucky in addition to those mentioned 
above. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. Horst- 
mann, who lost no time in speaking his mind. 
He said he had a let of questions to ask which 
he would like ‘to see answered by the persons 
responsible for the financial management of the 
affairs of the United Picture Theaters Company. 
Right at the outset of his remarks Mr. Horst- 
mann disclaimed that he was there to wreck 
the United. He said he was not trying to 
benefit himself personally but to see to it that 
the business of the corporation was preperly 
managed. He said in part: “It is my purpose 
and wish to ‘have carried on the business of the 
corporation along the lines promised us when 
we purchased stock originally. If they are not 
afraid of an investigation. why was I asked if 
my notes were paid would J stop the entire 
affair? Were I, or any one here, conducting 
the affairs of a corporation tn a legitimate 
manner, we would welcome an investigation. 
A satisfactory report vigned by such a representa- 
tive group of exhibitors as are gathered here 
would so change the value of the proposition 
that we would immediately become the prime 
factor in the film and producing business to- 
day. Is this net true?’ 

After this opening statement, Horstmann took 
up the matter of the Florence Reed produc- 
tions which he said were made by the Tribune 
Company. He said that the officers of the 
United are also officers in the Tribune Com- 
pany. He stated that when the Reed film, 
“Her Game,’ was completed, that it was re- 
jected by United, and later a syndicate was 
formed by Berst, Dintenfass, Johnson and 
Goldsmith ang they bought the film. ‘They later 
sold it at a great advance of what the pur- 
chase price amounted to, according to Horst- 
mann, 

The story of the $10,000 that United owes 
Horstmann was brought to light and he sald 
that on the day that a note came due for that 
amount he granted an extension until July 
1. At that time the note went to protest, he 
said, and as a stay Unitea gave him $3,000 
worth of exhibitor’s notes which he says have 
not been cashed as yet. He explained that the 
$25 a week that United claimed they were 
paying him for salary was being paid because 
they knew they could not pay the $19,000 at 
this time. Horstmann also claimed that when 
the United officials learned that he was going 
to expose the affair they came to him and 
asked him if he would keep quiet if they would 
pay him the amount due, and the claims he 
refused.

PRES&SMEN’S LOCKOUT HITS

OPERATORS AND EXHIBITORS AR- 
RIVE AT SETTLEMENT 


The negotiations which had been pending for 


the past thirty days between the Operators’ 
Union No. 306 (New York Local) and a com- 
mittee of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 


League, appointed by the State president, have 
resulted in an agreement satisfactory to both 
sides. The operators had demanded a minimum 
of one dollar an hour. After they listened to 
the exhibitors’ committee the operators receded 
from this demand, and settlement was made on 
a basis of 5% per cent advance over the present 
rates. The advance means compensation from 75 
to 97% cents per hour.

THE EDITOR’S SAY 


ON THE DOINGS OF THE DAy 


A NEW PLEA FOR EXEMPTING 
THE SCREEN FROM TAXATION 


THE BILLBOARD congratulates the 
exhibitors of the country upon the 
splendid move they have made in en- 
listing prominent educators in their 
campaign for a repeal of the taxes on 
films and admissions. The plea these 
educators make is not new, but it has 
never before been formally urged be- 
fore a legislative body. The plea is to 
the effect that the motion picture 
screen, being by far the most valu- 
able aid to adult education, ought for 


that reason be exempted from every 
form of taxation. A statement has 
been obtained from United States 


Commissioner of Education Dr. Clax- 
ton declaring the belief of the Com- 
missioner in the value of the motion 
picture as an aid to adult education 
and stating that in his opinion the 
motion picture is entitled to the same 
protection as any other means or 
agency of education. Executive Sec- 
retary Berman, who made the trip to 
Washington not only on behalf of the 
New York organization, but in re- 
sponse to inquiries by organized and 
individual exhibitors all over the 
country, has thus tackled the problem 
in which all exhibitors form a new 
angle, which is bound to arouse the 
interest and enlist the co-operation of 
educators all over the country. 


LET US FACE THE FACTS 
There is no immediate prospect of 
any relief from taxation. Even the 


repeal of the soda water tax, which was 
rushed thru the House of Representa- 
tives, is now being blocked in the 
Senate by the very men who promoted 
its passage in the House. The fact is 
that the Government needs every 
penny it can get hold of. In due time 
relief, I think, will come to the ex- 
hibitors, and I believe it will come in 
response to the plea made by Mr. Ber- 
man on their behalf. 


AN EXPERIMENT THAT FAILED 


It seems that the experiment of the 
Paramount forces to dominate the 
houses of B. S. Moss has failed. The 
agreement, we believe, was to the ef- 
fect that vaudeville was for the 
time being to disappear from the Moss 
houses, and Paramount pictures were 
to be in sole possession, at least 45 far 
as the features went. The result was 
that Paramount pictures did not prove 
to have the drawing power that had 
been anticipated. B. S. Moss, who has 
been highly successful in all branches 
of the industry, has resumed full and 
absolute control of all his houses, and 
has in many of them put back vaude- 
ville. All of this only goes to prove 
what we recently maintained in these 
columns: That one kind of features 45 
a steady diet are not conducive 
good business.

Says Prospects for Sunday Open- 
ing Are Good 


With the New Jersey State primaries out of 
the way motion picture men are concentrating 
on the effort to secure legislation permitting Sun- 
day exhibition of photoplays, and reports made 
by exhibitors indicate that in all probability the 
New Jersey State Legislature, at its next ses- 
sion, will pass an enabling measure to permit 
voting in the various communities on the ques- 


n law of this character has been urged for the 
past few legislative sessions in New Jersey, 
and bas each time passed the Assembly, only to 
be killed in the Senate. It is common knowledge 
that the great majority of the people of the 
State favor Sunday opening of movies and organ- 
ized labor is on record as lending it the sup- 
port of its influence. 

The Exhibitors’ League of New Jersey has 
worked tirelessly for the bill, and is convinced 
that in the present time of social and industrial 
ynrest those men who bave in the past obstruct- 
ed the measure will this year realize the danger 
of maintaining a senseless restriction upon one 
of the most potent recreational agencies the 
masses of the people now enjoy. 

The New Jersey primaries clear the decks for 
prompt action. A conference at Trenton between 
De. H, Charles Hespe of the New Jersey Ex- 
hibiters and certain influential Republican lead- 
ers in State politics, including ex-Governor 
Stokes, Chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, has resulted in these influential citizens 
coming out flatly for the proposed bill. Demo- 
cratic leaders are already openly committed to 
the plan. So that it is not at all unlikely that 
one or both parties wil! incorporate a recom- 
mendation of a Sunday opening enabling measure 
as a party platform plank. 

Much of the opposition to the measure, its 
champions assert, has been due to a misappre- 
hension concerning its provisions. It is believed 
by many of its opponents that it is a wide-open, 
compulsory measure, whereas the sallent fea- 
ture of the suggested law is its referendum 
quality, which merely permits each community to 
decide for itself whether or not and to what ex- 
tent motion pictures shall be exhibited on Sun- 
day. 

In States which have adopted such a law not 
only has it been enacted in response to a clearly 
etpressed desire on the part of voters, but the 
results of the plan, where adopted, prove that 
the benedts derived therefrom outweigh greatly 
the supposed evils. In the cast of New York 
State, which passed an enabling law during the 
last legislative session, a noticeable falling off 
in crime in those communities which passed 
ordinances permitting Sunday opening under the 
State law was observed. Connecticut, another 
State which enacted a Sunday opening referen- 
dum law, passed the bill twice over the veto of 
the Governor,

NEW MEASURES AFFECTING MO- 
TION PICTURE THEATER 


Two measures have been introduced into the 
special session of the Minnesota State Legisla- 
ture now in being which are of interest to the 
trade by reason of the lengths to which Legis- 
lators of a certain type are prepared to go in 
endeavoring to obtain control of the motion pic- 
ture business. 

The first bill, a copy of which has been re- 
ceived by the National Association of the Motion 
Picture Industry, would place motion picture 
theaters thruout the State under the super- 
vision of the Railroad and Warehouse Conimis- 
sion, would give that body power to decide what 
prices should be charged for admission, and would 
provide for a system of costly licenses. 

The second bill would prohibit the sale of 
tickets in excess of the seating capacity of any 
motion picture house. 

Neither bill is expected to survive.

DEMANDS OF MOTION PICTURE 
EMPLOYEES 


New York, Oct, 4.—A minimum wage scale, 
one day off per week and an acceptance of 
the closed shep principle with the right to 
arbitration is the @emand of employees which 
will shortly be placed before the theater man- 
agers. 

Samuel Tullman, counsel for the Moving Pic- 
ture Theater Attendants’ Union of New York, 
Local 16,920, made the announcement. He said 
that at a meeting held Tuesday night the mem- 
bers of this union, which is affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, formulated a set 
of demands which will, within a few days, be 
laid before the theater owners. 

The union, whose membership is cemposed 
of all the motion picture theater employees 
except the operators and the musicians, and 
of which Ben L. Moore is president and Charles 
Wagner is vice-president, will, in the first place, 
insist on recognition of the nnton. 

There will also be demanded acceptance of 
the closed shop principle, one day off per week, 
a minimum wage scale for all workers and 
the right of arbitration. 

This action on the part of the motion pic- 
ture employees has beer fer some time con- 
templated, but was delayed until the sertiment 
of these workers could accurately be Jetermined. 
The promoters of the present plan say that 
the union hag endorsed it by a virtually un- 
animous vote. 


FILM THEFT COMMITTEE 
Of N. A. M. P. I. Recovers Loot 


New York, Oct. 4.—Representative W. C, 
Hawkins of the Film Theft Committee. and 
Officer Brady of the 47th street statfon, made 
five arrests recovering a considerable amount 
of purloined film. Two of the prisoners who 
made a getaway with the film, ‘“‘Romance of 
Tarzan,’’ and considered the chief malefactors, 
were granted a continuance of their hearing. 

These arrests, it is haped, will bring home 
to those members of the ring of film thieves 
still operating a realization of the fact that 
the National Association's Committee means 
business in its fight against them. In the tast 
few months a number of prior arrests had been 
made and thousands of dollars worth of stolen 
film recovered. It is the intention of Mr. Pit- 
man, who is conducting the campaign, to spare 
te efforts or expense in successfully consummat- 
i his echeme to put every one of these 
thieves where he will be unable to prosecute 
bis avocation further,

STORY IN SKELETON FORM 

A chain of lumber camps belonging to a stal- 
wart young man, who sets out incognito to 
rid the camps of bullies, who have terrorized the 
community. He meets a crippled boy, the butt 
of a huge bully’s fancy, and sends the child to 
a venerable priest to care for. The fair daugh- 
ter of the foreman, Annette,.loves him for his 
daring and strength. Alone, and single-handed, 
he routs the fighters, who fire the cabins and 
make off with the girl.

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

Repetitious fights, constant wrangling, strug- 
gles, hatreds and curses submerge this picture, 
which has not a lighter moment in all its 
many reels, Never were such a quarrelsome set 
of men brought together as herein shown and 
their is nothing very edifying about their brutal 
encounters. It is entirely the survival of the 
fittest, and the young and agile hero wins over 
the many villains by sheer determination. 

Frank Mayo, disguised as a French Canadian, 
had numerous strenuous scenes and worked like 
a trojan, but it is doubtful if the outcome of 
the story excited any interest.

in company with an experienced guide, Silent 
Bepp. In his quiet way the guide soon learns 
that there is an intrigue being carried on be- 
tween the wife and a dashing Lieutenant, Von 
Steuben, of the Austrian army, also a guest at 
the Swiss hotel. The wife is love hungry and 
almost yields to the entreaties of the fasci- 
nating officer, but the guide’s watchful vigi- 
lance prevents any real harm coming to the 
impulsive woman, She writes a letter to the 
Lieutenant, saying that she loves her husbaad 
and that nothing can separate them. The hus- 
band, suspicious, takes the officer on an early 
morning climb to the pinnacle of the mountains 
and there secures the letter, dropped from the 
man’s pocket. Ere he can read its contents a 
breeze carries it down the mountain side. He 
asks for the truth from the man, who in order 
to save his life lies as to the relations with the 
wife. Armstrong cuts the rope and leaves the 
wretch to his fate. Im descending he finds the 
letter and realizes that his wife has not broken 
her vows. He sends the guide for the officer, 
who frantic with fear falls off the cliff. Later 
the husband and wife leave the hotel with a 
closer understanding of their mutual love. 
THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

This should be called a gem of atmospheric 
beauty, for the basic idea of the story is sub- 
ordinated to the unusual settings of mountain 
peaks and dangerous adventures up their scal- 
ing walls, The unpleasant trend of the story 
is lost sight of while viewing the thrilling feats 
of guides climbing up precipitous cliffg that 
frown down upon treacherous chasms; of tour- 
ists seeking the wonders of snow-covered trails 
and the glories of sunrise. It is this particular 
phase of the picture which holds its greatest 
attraction, for without such embellishment the 
same old hackneyed story would have been de- 
void of originality or novelty. 

Little sympathy was felt for the wife, whose 
amourous nature cried out for love of a man 
not her husband. Nor was there anything es- 
tablished to show neglect on the part of Dr. 
Armstrong. The lack ef moral principals con- 
veyed by the vacilliating woman was repellant 
to right thinking people. 

The best characterization was offered by H. 
Gibson-Gowland, as the guide, Eric Von Stro- 
heim, as the officer, Francella Billington, the 
heroine, was pretty and flirtatious. Assem- 
bling of crowds, the Swiss hotel and tourists, 
with all minor details, were faithfully repre- 
sented by capable direction and excellent pho- 
tography.

The acting of Evelyn Greely does not save 
the picture, which contains nothing humor- 
ous or dramatic. It presents no interest to 
grown up folks, because of lack of some- 
thing real or sensible in the plot.

As the mob 
is about to break into the prison and lynch them 
the father of the girl arrives, and all is ex- 
plained. The mysterious knight of the road turns 
out to be a noted author in search of material 
for an underworld story, 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

“ve fact that a star of Evelyn Greely’s cali- 
ber plays the principal part, does not necessarily 
signify that the production is good. For when 
a picture is devoid of any humorous touches, 
dramatic moments or suspensful action, it is des- 
tined to be a failure with any audience, no mat- 
ter who, the star is. As such “‘The Oakdale Af- 
fair’’ stands out as an example, for it is not 
only devoid of any entertainment features, it is 


made more boring by the constant repetitions 
and exaggerated acting of some characters. Be- 
sides the picture is full of improbabilities and 
confused action. For instance, the girl, dis- 
guised as a man (very poorly) and pretending 
to be a notorious criminal (which she does not 
look), remains in hiding, im company with some 
mysterious tramp, and is not recognized by him, 
altho she has been associating with him for some 
time.

There is a little of everything in this pic- 
ture—from the beginning of creation up to 
the treachery of the Germans in the world’s 
war, An expensive and massive production 
with a thought projected for the equality of 
the human race. 


THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

There is no particular story in this picture 
until almost the last reels, which appear as tho 
brought in as an after consideration. Almost 
completely made up of episodes dealing with the 
beginning of time and including the Adam and 
Eve period—the wisdom of Job, Moses in the 
bullrushes, the crucifixion, Pilate, Mary Mag- 
dalen, Noah building the afk and many periods 
of reconstruction showing the avarice and jeal- 
ousies of mankind. On thru the ages, depicting 
the landing of Columbus, Washington and the 
Declaration of Independence, Lincoln, the mar- 
tyr; the Civil War and the rebuilding of Amer- 
ica, 

Then enters the battle of Prussianism and the 
corrupting with royal favors the overproud Amer 
icanized German, who sells his adopted country 
into the hands of the enemy. Labor battles, 
treachery and crime follow until the son of the 
wealthy German mill owner is killed in the war, 
and.the younger one fights on to a glorious vic- 

A series of tableaux this picture might be 
designated, and it is only at the end that a hu- 
man touch intrudes. 

Many scenes are impressive and symbolize the 
greed of mankind, but in the main are depressing 
and too long drawn out to sustain interest. It 
is something of a shock to see Christ nailed to 
the cross and then rush down the ages to the 
matter-of-fact conditions existing today. Far 
better to have kept the theme in the sacred pre- 
ecincts of Biblical days, 

THE WOMAN'S POINT OF VIEW 

Such a showing may drive home a lesson, but 
there is too much crowded into the picture, 
giving a jumbled, disconnected recollection of 
many happenings, suffocating us with its mul- 
titudinous horrors.

Three sites, in the vicinity of Prospect avenue 
and East Ninth street, the heart of the motion 
picture industry in this city, are under consid- 
eration. Managers of the various exchanges 
allied with the project will meet at an early 
date to decide upon details. The feature of the 
Proposed building, according to tentative plans, 
will be a fire-proof shaft separate from the build- 
ing and running from the basement to the roof. 
Here will be stored films not in use, and, should 
a fire occur, there will be little, if any, danger 
to the main building,

A wealthy family, the American wife 
of a refined Russian citizen, and their innocent 
young danghter, try to leave the country, but 
all efforts of the husband and father are blocked 
by higher authorities, who seek to possess the 
beautiful women. A faithful gardner saves 
them from an attack of two bullies, who enter 
their home during the absence of the husband— 
but he is forced to obtain a permit showing he 
ean use the wife of his employer. This drives 
the gutter beasts away momentarily, and a young 
violinist, in love with the girl, Tatayana, pro- 
tects her by the same ruse. A high official 
covets the wife, and promises passports to the 
father and daughter if the wife remains. To 
protect her child she goes to his house, and in 
the ensueing struggle learns that he has not the 
passports as promised. The husband follows 
her in time to witness her struggle, and the 
men clinch, The wife, seizing a wall dagger, 
kills the man, and the couple manage to elude 
the soldiers who guard the place. Just as the 
daughter, in frenzy, is about to shoot herself the 
Allied troops enter Russia, and the American 
flag is the signal for a general scamper of the 
looters. 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

Such a story can find no sympathy in the 
United States, and its showing only attracts the 
morbidly inclined. Making women the target 
for sexual madness sickens one with its dis- 
gusting leproses atmosphere, in which there is 
not an iota of genuine entertainment. If such 
conditions exist in foreign lands it is exceed- 
ingly unwise to foist them thru the medium of 
the screen upon a public who prefer the clean 
and decent type of amusements, and not the de- 
pressing, maudlin stuff which constitutes the 
backbone of this picture. 

Dramatically speaking the element of suspense 
is very much in evidence, but it is of a horrible 
nature. To sit in a darkened theater and see 
men maul innocent girls in a bold and brutal 
manner detracts from the pleasure the screeo 
is supposed to offer. Robert Anderson had little 
to do but stare into space and was not as virile 
or convineing as in other filmizations. Colleen 
Moore was the fragile daughter. 

THE WOMAN'S POINT OF VIEW 

Such a theme is undesirable, being offensive 
and repellant in the extreme. Its basic idea 
offers a flimsy excuse to cater to the lascivious.

At the meeting of the Fire Prevention Regula- 
tions Committee of theeNational Association of 
the Motion Picture Industry held in New York 
on September 26 the very important subject of 
fire prevention in thruont 
the country and it

as safe as possible. It was agreed .also that 
the ideal of reaching a 100 per cent 
safety condition was wherever possible to have 
buildings constructed especially for the pur- 
pose of film and distribution. 

As bearing directly upon the subject brought 
up at the ‘National Association meeting ‘an ex- 
cerpt may be added from the address of George 
W. Booth, chief engineer of the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters, and at the re- 
cent convention of Fire Association 
at Toronto. 

After discussing the composition 
facture and inflammability of 
film Mr. Booth says: 

“Motion exchanges undoubtedly pre- 
sent the most serious conditions in -the industry, 
and that they do constitute a real and very 
live hazard is proved by the of fires, 
usually attended with considerable loss of life, 
which have occurred in a number of exchanges 
within the last few years, and by inspections 
which demonstrate that most exchanges are 
housed in buildings not fitted for such occupancy 
and are conducted in an extremely hazardous 
manner. The logical thing to do, therefore. 
seems to be to safeguard the storage and*handling 
of the nitro-cellulose film by suitable regulations 
and ‘to-use all our influence towards the adoption 
and strict enforcement of these regulations by 
State and authorities. 

“There -have just been issued by the National 

Board regulations covering the sterage and han- 
dling of nitro-cellulose film as recommended by 
the National Fire !’rotection at its 
last meeting. Acknowledgment should be given 
for the very great assistance rendered by ‘the 
@Eastman Kodak CCompany in the preparation of 
pledged 
to their observance by the National Association 
of the Motion *licture Industry tn a set of reso- 
lutions adopted by that assectatton. 

“There should also be mentioned the active 
campaign now being conducted jointly by the 
Eastman Kodak Company and the Natienal As- 
sociation of the Motion Picture Industry to edn 
eate the managers of motion picture exchanges 
thruout the country as te the dangers involved 
and the best way to meet them.”

MORT SINGER’S OPINION 


Chicago, Oct. 4.—Following the settlement 
of the recent actors’ strike, various rumors and 
surmises have found expression as to conditions 
in the vaudeville world. A reporter for The 
Billboard interviewed Mort Singer, genera! 
manager of the Western Vandeville Managers’ 
Assoviation, today, and asked him several 
questions relative to the vaudeville conditions. 

“What effect did the late actors’ strike have 
on vaudeville?’ Mr. Singer was asked. 

“None,"’ he replied ‘‘unless it made more 
people want to go to the vaudeville houses.” 

“Did any actors refuse to play during the 
strike?"’ 

“No and so far as I know nobody asked them 
to refuse to play."’ 

“Was there any effort on the part of va «e- 
ville managers to place performers in theaters 
affected by the strike?"’ 

‘How could you put people in dark souses? 
No, I know of no such attempt."’ 

“Is there a Vaudeville Managers’ Protective 
Association in Chicago?” 

“There is an association of vaudeville man 
agers for the transaction of routine business 
purely and only."’ 

“Is anything being done to mitigate the high 


cost of railroad fares by eliminating long 
jumps?"’ 
“Yes, and always has been since vaudeville 


started. Theaters in the vicinity of Chicege 
playnig vaudeville are given the first choice in 
the routing. Houses more remote come in sw 
cession according to their location." 

“Is an attempt being made to eliminate lay 
offs by giving consecutive booking?" 

“Assuredly, yes. Furthermore, the attempt 
is being kept up daily. We simply must do 
all in our power to hold layoffs down to a mini 
mum if we hold our talent, must we not? A 
performer understands routing as well as any- 
body else. If he is not properly routed be is 
very likely to refuse to work."’ 

“What has become of tabloid companies?” 

“Tabloid is to a great extent gone. First. the 
public got tired of that form of amusement. 
Secondly, tabloid organizations are too expen- 
sive both of production and operation." 

“Will you give acrobatic acts better position 
on bills this season?" 

“Ip playing continuous vaudeville 
acrobatic acts have a beter position than form 
erly. I think they also have a better position 
in two-a-day houses." 

“Are salaries going up, down, 
stationary ?"’ 

“They are going up. Generally speaking, the 
better acts have advanced in price from 25 to 
100 per cent in the past two years. Some acts 
that drew $200 a week two years ago, for ¢% 
ample, are now drawing $400 a week I 
hardly know what class of acts to suggest * 
having advanced more than others; nor would | 
say that acts drawing $2,000 a week two years 
ago are now drawing $4,000. alse, there are 
some kind of acts that have not advanced at all. 
But, altogether, there has been an baner ant 
collective advance in salaries.” 

“Do managers of vaudeville and 
houses combine at times?" 

“The managers of the two classes of theater* 
get together once every two or three yeure te 
settle agreements with their respective house 
staffs only, as the contracts provide. That's 9!! 
they have to get together for." 

Mr. Singer also placed emphasis on the fact 
that the theater managers of Chicago have had 
little friction with the stage handa, billposter* 
and musicians’ organizations. 

“All demands made on us by those orgsnit® 
tions,"’ he said, “have been promptly met #04 
relations Nave been kept amicable and busisr=- 
like."’
